The closest prior art in the field, Freivald et aL, US 6,219,818, does not teach the 
combination of features found in the independent claims, particularly including: 

As per claims 21 , 24, and 27, if an intended fingerprint does not exist for a link 
and a URL document does not exist for a link, creating a broken link report, 

As per claims 22, 25, and 28, if the located similar current fingerprints are not 
within a permitted level of similarity, creating a broken link report, 

As per claims 23, 26, and 29, creating current fingerprints from the seed URL 
document and descendent URL documents; and storing the current fingerprints and 
associated URLs, and changing the URL of the link in a link document to match the 
URL of a matched current fingerprint based on a search of a current fingerprint 
database.
